There Are No ‘Favorite 
Sons’-—No Second Choice 


VICE-PRESIDENT 
‘IN RACE TO WIN’ 


So Says Campaign Man- 
ager — Organization Put 
on State Instead of Re- 
gional Basis.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Sup- 
porters of Vice-President Garner 
for the 1940 Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination announced today 


that they would go into state pri- 
maries and conventions seeking 
elegations specifically instructed 
or the 71-year-old Texan. 

Exceptions will be made in such 
states as Tennessee, where Secre- 
tary of State Hull is conceded to 
be the “favorite son,” and Indi- 
ana, where Federal Security Ad- 
ministrator McNutt, a former Gov- 
ernor, still has control of the Dem- 
ocratic political machine. 

The Garner pre-convention strat- 
ezy is directly opposite that of the 
New Dealers who are seeking a 
third term for President Roose- 

elt and of the McNutt adherents. 

e Roosevelt forces are insisting 
that even in the “favorite son” 
states, the delegations should be 
yninstructed. The McNutt lieuten- 
ants are not opposing “favorite 
son” delegations but are asking 
that McNutt be given a lien as the 
second choice of the delegates. 

Waiting on Fariey. 

The success or lack of succéss 
of these varying tactics cannot be 
foretold until Postmaster-General- 
Democratic National Chairman Far- 
ley discloses his plans for the con- 
vention. It would not be surpris- 
ing if the astute Farley had not 
already obtained pledges for him- 
self just in case the President defi- 
nitely declares himself out of the 
race. 

The Garnerites are busily en- 
aged in spreading the idea that 
Roosevelt wil] not be a candidate 
for re-election and that Garner, as 
the leading candidate before the 
convention, will »e nominated on an 
early ballot. Even if the President 
allows his name to go before the 
cohvention, the Garner forces say 
they will be in there fighting for 
their own candidate. 

E. B. Germany of Dallas, the 
Garner campaign manager, an- 
nounced today that his crowd had 

o second choice. 

“Vice-President Garner is in the 
presidential] race to win,” he told 
a friend over the long distance tele- 
phone. “We have no second choice 
and no interest in political trad- 
ing.” 

The Garner leader also let it be 
known that he expected House Ma- 
jority Leader Rayburn to play @ 
big part in the national conven- 
tion. Rayburn was Garner's man- 
ager at Chicago in 1932 and two 
Months ago announced he would 
Support Garner in 1940. 

Garner Strategy Board. 

Without mentioning names, Ger- 
Many said that “a strategy bord 
composed. of men of experience and 
great influence” from all parts of 
th ecountry would guide the Gar- 
her cause at the 1940 convention.

POPE URGES U. 
AND LABOR TO CO-OPERATE 


S. CAPITAL 


In Special Encyclical 


He Also Criticises Divorce, Birth Con- 
trol and ‘Immodest’ Dress.

VATICAN CITY, Nov. 11 (AP).— 
Pope Pius XII appealed today for 
United States officials, capital and 
labor to co-operate in solving labor 
problems and severely criticised 
“levity in entering into marriage,” 
birth control and “immodest” dress. 

The Pope in a special encyclical 
expressed regret that “the Chris- 
tian ~eligica is ignored” in many 
schools and placed his approval on 
unions of ‘laboring men, farmers 
and employers for protection of 
their rights, but called on them for 
“respect of the common weal.” 

A large part of the more than 
5000-word epistle addressed to 
American bishops on the 150th an- 
niversary of the founding of the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy in the 
United States was a plea for har- 
monious relations between capital 
and labor. 

“May it be brought about that 
each and every able-bodied man 
may receive equal opportunity for 
work in order to earn daily bread 
for himself and his own,” the Pope 
said. “We deeply lament the lot of 
those—their number in the United 
States is large indeed—who though 
robust, capable and willing, cannot 
have work for which they anxious- 
ly are searching.” 

In discussing unions of employers 
and employes, he asserted: 

“It is not possible without in- 
justice to deny or limit either to 
producers or to laboring and farm- 
ing classes the free faculty of unit- 
ing in associations...” 

Pope Pius expressed the hope 


that unemployment and other so- 
— problems would be solved, say- 
ng: 

“May the wisdom of governing 
powers, farseeing generosity on 
the part of ‘employers, together 
with a speedy re-establishment of 
more favorable conditions, effect 
the realization of these reasonable 
hopes to the advantage of all.” 

The encyclical called attention to 
modern “evils” resulting from “ig- 
norance of God, disregard for His 
commandments or their imperfect 
observance” and dealt caustically 
with divorce. 

“Oh, if only your country had 
come to know from the experience 
of others rather than from exam- 
ples at home of the accumulation 
of ills which derive from the 
plague of divorce!” the Pope ex- 
claimed. 

He listed as among modern evils: 

“Immoderate and blind egoism, 
thirst for pleasure, the vice of 
drunkenness, immodest and costly 
styles in dress, prevalence of crime 
even among minors, lust for power, 
neglect of the poor, base craving 
for illgotten wealth, flight from 
the land, levity in entering into 
marriage, divorce, breakup of the 
family .. . birth control... 
weakening of respect for authority 
or obsequiouspess or rebellion, neg- 
lect of duty towards one’s country 
and towards mankind.”

in Chicago last Wednesday. 
They have learned from Henry 
Beckman, chauffeur and bodyguard 
for O’Hare, that Beckman saw 4 
suspicious car parked near the 
Sportsman’s Park racetrack office 
Wednesday afternoon, and that he 
wrote the license number of the car 
on a piece of paper and, handed the 
paper to O’Hare, who put it in his 
pocket. No trace of the slip of

VETERANS MARCH 


ARMISTICE PARA 


Thousands Pass Before 
One of Largest Crowds 
Ever to View Annual 


Procession Here. 


MANY CHILDREN 
WALK WITH FATHERS 


Bands and Drum and Bugle 
Corps Add Color — 
United Prayer Service 
Held at Church. 


Thousands of St. Louis World 
War veterans, 21 years older but 
still responsive to the roll of the 
drums and the biare of bugles, 
marched over downtown streets 
lined with tens of thousands of 
spectators yesterday afternoon in 


the. annual Armistice dey parade. 
With them were members of the 
dwindling ranks of veterans of 
earlier wars. ; 

The colorful procession, inter- 
spersed with brightly uniformed 
bands and drum and bugle corps, 
was viewed by one of the largest 
crowds ever to watch an Armistice 
day demonstration here. The spec- 
tators were 10 to 12 deep on each 
side of Washington avenue, be- 
tween Eighth street and Broad- 
way, and the frequent showers of 
paper recalled the day 21 years 
ago when St. Louis first celebrated 
the cessation of Worid War hos- 
tilities. 

The happy, laughing groups of 
marchers were well received by the 
crowd. Only a few of the units 
marched with precision, but it was 
an impressive spectacle as wave 
after wave of the veterans passed 
in the line of march, 

Increase in Spectators. 
Thée parade - formed on Twelfth 
boulevard, between” Washington 
avenue and Olive stréet. The 
crowd was lined three and four 
deep at Twelfth and Washing- 
ton, and the throng increased as 
the procession moved east on 
Washington to Broadway. 
The route was south on Broad- 
way to Walnut street, then over 
the cutoff to Market street, and 
west to Memorial Plaza, where the 
machers passed in review in front 
of the Soldiers’ Memorial. Along 
Broadway and Market the crowds 
were less heavy, except at the Old 
Courthouse, the Federal Building 
and the Civil Courts Building, where 
spectators were lined on steps for 
a better view of the procession. 
Several thousand persons lined 
Chestnut street in the plaza, and 
hundreds of others occupied seats 
erected at the Memorial. 
Before the last unit of the parade 
left Twelfth and Washington to be- 
gin its march over the mile and a 
half route, the first columns of the 
procession had turned into Chest- 
nut street to pass in review. It 
took an hour and 20 minutes for 
the marchers to pass a given point. 
A squad of mounted police, which 
led the way, had to force the crowd 
back on Washington as the proces- 
sion neared Broadway. Parade of- 
ficials and Mayor Bernard F. Dick- 
mann, an ex-Marine, followed on 
foot. 
Close behind were 15 automobiles 
carrying disabled war veterans 
from Veterans’ Hospital at Jeffer- 
son Barracks, who waved cheer- 
fully to the crowd as they passed. 
Motor truck transports of the 128th 
Field Artillery, Missouri National 
Guard, some towing  three-inch 
guns, followed in line.

MOSCOW, Nov. 11 (AP).—Ofti-| # 


cial Russian charges of Finnish 
recaicitrance tonight produced a 


new crisis in the month-long nego-| © 


tiations in which Russia is striving 
to strengthen its strategic position 


through acquisition of Finnish ter- 
ritory. 

Tass, the officiel news agency, 
declared the Finns had more than 
doubled their army strength on the 
frontier “overhanging Leningrad” 
from two or three to seven divi- 
sions, “thus demonstrating their un- 
compromising attitude.” 

“According to the information of 
Tass,” the article said, “the Finns 
not only do not meet-the minimum 
proposals of the Soviet Union but 
on the contrary intensify their ir- 
reconcilability.” 

The statement came as Dr. Juho 
Kusti Paasikivi, head of the Finn- 
ish mission, awaited another call 
to the Kremlin for a parley on 
Russian demands for territorial | 
concessions and the establishment 
of a naval base on Finnish soil at 
the eastern entrance to the Gulf 
of Finland. Conferences were re- 
sumed Thursday-after being inter- 
rupted by Russia’s celebration of 
the anniversary of the Communist 
revolution. 

No Concessions by Finns. 

Tass said: “The English news- 
paper Daily Express published a 
report of an Exchange Telegraph 
(British news agency). correspond- 
ent from Helsinki to the effect that 
‘Stalin again rejected Finland's 
latest concessions’.” 

“Tass is authorized to declare 
that the report of tne Daily Ex- 
press does not correspond with the 
facts. No ‘latest concessions’ have 
been made by the Finns, in view 
of which Stalin could not reject 
that which does not exist at all.” 

Premier-Foreign Commisar Vya- 
cheslav Molotov disclosed the terms 
of the negotiations “for safeguard- 
ing the security of the U. S. S. R. 
and especially in Leningrad” in an 
address to Parliament Oct. 31.. 

He proposed to shift the Russian- 
Finnish border on the Isthmus of 
Karelia “séveral dozen kilometers” 
further north of Leningrad in ex- 
change for a part of undeveloped 
Soviet Karelia twice the area Rus- 
sia would receive. 

Molotov asked that Finland lease 
a strip of Finnish territory near 
the entrance of the Gulf of Finland 
for a naval base. ‘This fortifica- 
tion, with another base established 
on the coast of Estonia, Molotov 
said, would “fully safeguard the 
Gulf of Finland against hostile at- 
tempts on the part of other states.” 

Well informed foreign quarters 
expressed the belief that Russia had 

at least three or four times as 
many troops massed as Finland has 
mish-Russian border as Finland has 
on its side. These sources added 
that certainly Finland entertained 
no such notion as invading Lenin- 
grad. 

The fact that the Finnish fron- 
tier is less than 30 miles from 
Leningrad has been given as one 
of the reasons why Soviet Russia 
fs seeking to have Finland transfer 
territory whereby the Finnish bor- 
der would be withdrawn some miles 
from the Leningrad area. 


Possibility of a Breakdown. 

The Tass communique was con- 
strued as showing an impasse in 
the negotiations and also the pos- 
sibility of a complete breakdown. 

The Finnish delegation, await- 
ing further instructions from home, 
did not go to the Kremlin to- 


~ day. 


Soviet Russia, flushed by its 
success in Poland following the 
conclusion of its pact with Ger- 
many and its profitable agree- 
ments with Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania, obviously is annoyed at 
the refusal of the Finns to fall into 
line. : 

The Finns previously had relied 
on Germany to aid them against 
any Russian designs but the 
Reich, as a part of the price for 
her non-aggression and economic 
pacts with Moscow, obviously has 
adopted a “hands off” attitude in 
the Finnish-Russian negotiations. 


Finnish Foreign Minister Takes Is- 
sue With Moscow. 

HELSINKI, Nov. 11 (AP).—For- 
eign Minister Eljas Erkko tonight 
took issue with a statement by 
Soviet Russia's official news agency 
which charged Finns with increas- 
ing “irreconcilability” in the Rus- 
sian-Finnish negotiations. 

He said he could see no founda- 
tion for any such allegation and 
referred to his own statement of 
Nov.-8 that “we have gone so far 


that almost two-thirds of their (the

BRUSSELS, Nov. 11 (AP).—De- 
fense Minister General Henri 
Denis, declaring that the Belgian 
army was well equipped and ready 
for any sacrifice, told the nation 
today that it must be able to defend 
itself, 

“Help yourself and God will help 
you,” Gen, Denis said during a na- 
tion-wide broadcast in which he 
explained the military situation. 

He condemned alarmist rumors 
which have accompanied the na- 
tion’s stepped-up program of pre- 
cautionary defense measures, in- 
cluding a mobilization boost which

Speaking over long-distance tele- 
phone to the faculty, students and 
graduates celebrating the one-hun- 
dredth anniversary of the Virginia 
Military Institute, Roosevelt de- 
clared the road to such a peace 
must be the goal of all whose “dear- 
est desire is a quiet peace under 
liberty.” 

America’s Charted Course, 

“We, as a nation, like V. M. 1. are 
determinéd to pursue our way with- 
in the scriptural command not to 
‘remove the ancient landmarks 
which thy fathers have set,’” he 
said. “And like our ancestors we 
work for peace, we pray for peace, 
and we arm for peace.” 

Asserting that the nation needed 
and always would need citizens 
thained in the art of military de- 
fense, the President said that by 
“no other means can we hope to 
maintain and perpetuate the demo- 
cratic form of constitutional, repre- 
sentative government.” 

“The only object of arms is to 
bring about a condition in which 
quiet peace under liberty can en- 
dure,” he added. “I have sought — 
I still seek—in all simplicity, to try 
to find the road toward this peace.” 

Wreath-Laying Ceremony. 

When Rosevelt arrived at Arling- 
ton Cemetery he was greeted by a 
2i-gun salute fired by a battery 
from nearby Fort Meyer. 

At the marble amphitheater ad- 
joining the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier he stood beside his car 
while the army band, in full dress 
blue uniform, played “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” 

Then, flanked by Gen. Edwin M. 
Watson and Capt. Daniel J. Cal- 
laghan, his chief army and navy 
aids, he walked slowly to the tomb 
and stood at attention with head 
uncovered while Capt. Callaghan 
placed a wreath of white chrysan- 
themums at its foot and an army 
bugler sounded taps. 

Another 2l-gun salute was fired 
as the President rode back to the 
White House. 

“We want no more long rows of 
graves,” said Charles Edison, Act- 
ing Secretary of the Navy. “This 
country is practically unanimous 
in its fervent desire to maintain 
peace.” 

Raymond J. Kelly, national com- 
mander of the American Legion, 
declared that “we of the American 
Legion believe that it is of para- 
mount importance for our fellow 
countrymen to permit only one an- 
swer to the question of the possible 
entry of the United States into the 
war abroad.” 

“The conclusive answer,” he con- 
tinued, “must be that the armistice 
of Nov. 11, 1918, did end—in irre- 
vocable fashion—for these United 
States any further participation in 
European conflict. To us it was 
a true armistice. To us it did mean 
the ending of-a war to end war.”

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NAZI PLANE FAS: 


IN ATTACK ON 
PASSENGER SHEP 


Driven Off by Allied Craft 
After Dropping Bombs 
Near French Steamer in 
English Channel. ! 


LONDON, Nov. 11 (AP).-—The 
first recorded “erman attempt to 
bomb a passenger steamer in the 
English Channel was reported to- 
day by passengers who described 
two bombs dropped by a high-fly- 
ing Nazi airman as a close call. 

The bomber appeared poised for 
a power dive to release a third, 
the passengers said, when Allied 
planes and anti-aircraft batteries 
ashore chased the raider home 
ward. The attack occurred just 
after the unidentified French ves- 
sel left a French port with 90 
passengers, several of whom were 
English women. 

One of the passengers. gave this 
account of the steamer’s safe ar- 
rival on the English side of the 
channel: 

“One bomb fell only about 120 
yards from the steamer, which in- 
creased speed «~ soon as the Nazi 
plane was seen. 

“An air raid siren was heard and 
almost at once anti-aircraft batteries 
on shore began firing. Three 
French or British planes streaked 
upward between us and the bomb- 
er 


“The bomber, which seemed to be 
right over us at a great height, ap- 
parently intending a dive bombing 
attack, fled with the other planes 
in pursuit.” 


Many German Planes Fly Over 
Northern France and Belgium. 
PARIS, Nov. 11 (AP).—Mlilitary 

sources said German reconnais- 

sance planes swarmed over North- 
ern France early today, many of 
them flying over Belgium. 

Paris was placed on the alert by 
a 70-minute air raid warning from 
4:45 a. m. to 5:55 a. m. 

Results of anti-aircraft fire were 
not determined.

“Each coun- 
selor handles about 200 persons a 
year. A reduction of only $1800 or 
$2000 a year from this department’s 
budget, therefore, would mean de- 
priving anywhere from 150 to 200 
underprivileged youngsters and 
family breadwinners of a chance 

r self-support.” 

Children’s Wants Increase. 
Herschel Alt, executive secretary 

of the Provident Association and 
Children’s Aid Society, said the 
“accumulation of grave family 
problems brought to light by the 
depression” had made continually 
greater demands upon these two 
agencies. The present curtailment 
of public relief funds is expected 
to aggravate the situation next 
year, he added. 

The Rev. John J. Butler, presi- 
dent of Catholic Charities, issued a 
statement in behalf of all Catholic 
agencies which derive support 
from the campaign, calling upon 
“all Catholics to be loyal to the 
end and to give their services as 
well as their pledges and gifts.” 

“Let us make special effort to 

neentrate on the final appeal 
and give our fullest co-operation 
and assistance to send the drive 
over the top,” Father Butler said. 

A similar appeal was made by 
Samuel Gerson, executive director 
of the Jewish Federation, which 
includes many United Charities 
agencies.

Appeal for Hospitals. 

In behalf of the 21 hospitals in 
which free and part-pay services 
are offered with the assistance of 
the United Charities fund, Dr. F. R.

Hospital, explained that these 
services would have to be reduced 
if the campaign goal were not 
reached. “It is only necessary to 
Cite the fact that last year’s reduc- 
ton on dur allocation has forced us 
to reduce our service about 14 per 
cent,” Dr. Bradley said.

Leading the procession were 
O’Hare's divorced wife, Mrs. Selma 
O’Hare; his two daughters, Patricia 
and Marilyn; and his son, Eddie Jr., 
a naval officer at Pensacola, Fla., 
hatless and wearing a polo coat. 

“Eddie has come back now,” said 
the Rev. Jimmie Johnston in his 
brief sermon, “to the place from 
which his father was buried also.” 
Then, leaning toward the casket, 
he added: “You can’t kid death, 
fellows. You may think this mass 
is for this fellow-here. But it is 
not. It’s for all of us.”

FARMERS IN ST. LOUIS AREA 
ELIGIBLE FOR DROUTH LOANS 


Crop and Feed Advances Available 
to Those Whose Lands Have 
Been Affected. 

Emergency crops and feed loans 
for 1940 are available in this area 
to farmers whose lands have been 
affected by drouth or flood, the 
Farm Credit Administration an- 
nounced yesterday. The loans are 
being made about two months 
earlier than usual this year. 

The loans are made only to farm- 
ers whose cash requirements are 
small and who cannot get loans 
from other sources. The money 
lent will be limited to the farmer’s 
cash needs in preparing his land 
for cultivating 1940 crops or for 
producing or buying feed for live- 
stock, said S. P. Lindsey Jr., direc- 
tor of the emergency crop and feed 
loan section of the Farm Credit 
Administration. 

Borrowers who obtain loans for 
production of cash crops are re- 
quired to give as security a first 
lien on the crops financed, or, in 
the case of loans for livestock feed, 
a first lien on the livestock.

Broadly, they provide penalties 
for official fraud, bribery, false 
allowance of claims and fraudu- 
lent disbursement of public funds. 

“Modern city charters, with their 
careful checks against official dis- 
honesty, are valueless to the State 
unless the evidence shows that the 
crooked official violated one of 
those five laws,” McKittrick said. 

“Lots of people don’t realize that, 
They think a city charter is all 
that’s needed to bring a crook to 
book. But the State is the Govern- 
ment to catch him—and it has to 
do it with State laws.” 

Suggestions for Code. 

Here are McKittrick’s sugges- 
tions for a modernized criminal 
code on official misconduct: 

1. Public officials accused of 
crime should be suspended from 
office until found guilty or inno- 
cent, 

2. The State should have funds 
to bring witnesses from other states 
to testify in criminal cases. 

3. A stenographic record should 
be permitted of all grand jury evi- 
dence. 

4. The State should have equal 
jury challenges with the defense. 

5. The Attorney-General should 
have the power to investigate coun- 
ty. corruption without specific di- 
rection from the Governor. 

“Why,” asked McKittrick, “should

LONDON, Nov. 11. 
HE war was maintaining its inscrutable course, with no heavy losses 
T = no discernible advantage to either of the parties. The question 
asked was not “When will the war end?” but “When will it begin?” 
Not only when, but how and where? Its most exciting episodes were 
pot its battles but its speeches. 

Millions turned on their radios noon, night and morning not to 

ertain who won but to find out what “he” said. The chief com- 
stants were not soldiers, sailors or airmen, but Molotov, Hitler, 
Goering, Chamberlain, Halifax, Churchill and Mussolini. Behind them 
were swarms of propagandists. During the Boer War there was a 
phrase coined about these oratorical flourishings — “killing Kruger 
with mouth.” 

There never has been such a clatter of tongues between the her- 
gids of embattled nations flinging scorn, anger and defiance at each 
ether. We were hoping it might continue to the end of the war. 
While it lasted it was better than an air-raid shelter for the blacked 
gut nations. There was a chance that this exhibition would soon be- 
come so ridiculous that these great statesmen would find it neces- 
sary to talk about the terms of peace and not the causes of the war. 

Hitler's Munich speech did not bid us hope for such a propitious 
ending to this war of words. It was the bitterest attack he has yet 
made on Britain, and his climax that “what remains to be said will 
be addressed to the British in a language they will understand” looks 
like a prelude to the “long and relentless war” predicted by Winston 
Churchill in the speech he delivered a few hours before the fiery pro- 
nouncement of Hitler. 


Dutch-Belgian Offer, Hitler Bomb, 
Sensational Developments of the Week 


HE two sensational events of this week have been the offer of 

mediation by the Queen of Holland and the King of the Belgians, 
nd the attempt to assassinate the German Fuehrer. 

The Munich bomb will, I fear, have blown up any chance that 
might ever have existed of success for the peace intervention of the 
two sovereigns. It has created a feeling of not unnatural exaspera- 
tion which is fatal to any appeal to sanity in Germany. 

Every plot against the life of Bonaparte was believed in France to 
have been instigated by Pitt’s gold. This imputation, we now know, 
had no foundation on fact. Nevertheless, it helped to embitter feeling 
between France and Britain and prolonged the war. 

German opinion will readily give credit to similar stories today, 
and the effect upon peace proposals will be disastrous. Up to this 
unfortunate incident there was no desire on either side to start the 
illing. 

The excitement in Berlin may subside when it is realized that 
Britain and France are horrified at this outrage, and that two such 
great nations are not capable of descending to these criminal expedi- 
ents in the waging of war. The Prime Minister, in his Guildhall 
speech, did not think it worth while to take any notice of the angry 
ravings of the German press about the English Secret Service having 
engineered the attempted assassination of the German leader. 

Apart from the effect of the Munich explosion, there has been 


Ba growing feeling that the war cannot be carried on much longer with 


the indifferent languor which has hitherto characterized its opera- 
tions. Chamberlain predicted a three years war. Churchill prophe- 
sied a war which would be “long and relentless.” Hitler said he had 
erdered Goering to prepare for a five years’ war. Churchill’s vivid 
phrase describes the prospect with the nearest approach to accuracy. 


Says Germany Cannot Afford 
To Wait and Lose Air Superiority 


HERE may be no attacks on elaborately prepared fortresses, but 

we must expect bombing from the air onshipsand harbors on an 
nprecedented scale. The threats of Hitler, Goering and the German 
ress point in that direction. The Germans have an air superiority 

r the Allies which they have not yet exploited. They know that 
e disparity will in a few months be redressed by supplies of aero- 
planes from the United States of America and from Canada. 

They cannot afford to wait until equalization of air forces has 
been achieved. It is just possible that they may have contracted for 
the purchase of Russian planes. This may postpone the date at which 
equality will be reached. But I doubt their taking any risk at this 
early date. We should then know for a certainty how formidable is 
Hitler's secret process or mechanism. 

Will the Germans undertake any military measures on the land 
front, hurling their legions against the redoubtable defenses con- 
structed by the French on their frontiers? The losses would be so 


tolossal that even if they ultimately broke through, Germany would 


ve much more eause to mourn than to rejoice in her triumph. 

But with the magnificent army, in training and equipment, which 
France can muster behind the Maginot Line, success in its capture 
is far harder to achieve than it was to break through the Hindenburg 
Line, which was a line of fortresses hastily improvised during the 
Great War. The Maginot Line took years to complete, and it is 
infinitely stronger. 

The French and the British would encounter the same difficulties 
in any effort to crash through the Siegfried Line. Personally I would 
Tule out these frontal attacks on well prepared positions as probabil- 
ities in this war.

PARIS, Nov. 11. 

OR Fuehrer Adolf Hitler this 
week has been one of moment- 
ous decisions and final military 
preparations. On the basis of in- 
formation from usually well-in- 
formed circles, this correspondent 
understands that a plan for the in- 
vasion of Holland was definitely 
drawn up in the course of a meet- 
ing held on Nov. 6 between Hitler 
and high officials representing the 
Reichswehr, Navy and Air Force. 
History repeats itself. The plan 
for an attack against Holland is 
nothing but a revised version of 
the famous plan conceived by Von 
Schlieffen, which is characterized 
by its flanking movements. This 
scheme, however, now has been en- 
larged partly owing to the salient 
formed by the reconquered Prov- 
ince of Alsace and partly because 
of the determination of the Ger- 
mans to strike at England in a 
deadlier manner than they did dur- 
ing the last war. 

In the opinion of military ex- 
perts this plan constitutes the most 
effective use of German motorized 
divisions, with due regard at the 
same time, however, to the weak- 
nesses of their opponents, 


Plan of Operation. 


It comprises two major opera- 
tions: 

1. A massive attack on South- 
ern Holland (which is the only 
section of the country which can- 
not be flooded) toward the sea 
along two different lines: First, 
southward through Venlo, Til- 
burg, Bergen-op-Zoom and, sec- 
ond, northward via Goch, Her- 
togbosch and Willemstad. 

2. Rapidly co-ordinating its 
forces on the southern line indi- 
cated above whereupon, without 
pausing to achieve its fina] goal, 
the German general staff would 
then launch a double attack on 
Belgium, utilizing its famous mo- 
torized divisions and tank for- 
mations. 

Starting from a line extending 
between Roermond and Maastricht 
and driving toward the Albert I 
Canal, the object of the first of 
these two attacks would be to cut 
off retreat behind the canal of the 
Dutch and Belgian forces stationed 
farther north and make it impossi- 
ble for reinforcements to cross the 
waterway. The second attack, by 
means of tanks, would begin from 
a line running between Maastricht 
and Aix-la-Chapelle (Aachen), and 
follow the Meuse River, thrusting 
its way toward the French bor- 
der and hindering passage across 
the river by Belgian troops ad- 
vancing from the north. 

The purpose of these initial oper- 
ations would be to enable the army 
coming from Holland to follow the 
Belgian coast.to the frontier, thus 
enabling them to occupy naval and 
serial bases from which they could 
direct their deadly attacks on En- 
gland. Simultaneously the army, 
advancing from the Meuse River, 
could wind around the Belgian 
line of fortifications and hold the 
strip of territory between the 
Meuse and the border as a base 
for future operations against the 
more vulnerable section of the 

t line. 

Following upon the heels of these 

preliminary successes, the Germans

Germany Baek in

N France they have a proverb: 
“The more things change, the 
more they stay the same.” 
After a lapse of 25 years, the 
Germans have hauled this present 
war into the 1914 “Gott strafe En- 
gland!” phase. No matter what 
happens, Britain is to blame, ac- 
cording to Berlin, just as it was 
when Ernst Lissauer wrote his 
fiery “hymn of hate,” which made 
the British responsible for Ger- 
many’s troubles. 

Three outstanding happenings 
within the last few days have sig- 
nalized the advent of thig 1939 
counterpart of the “God punish 
England!” autumn 25 years ago: 
The attempt on Hitler’s life at 
Munich last Wednesday, his speech 
there on the same day, and Ger- 
man reaction to the offer of the 
Queen of Holland and the King of 
the Belgians to act as mediators 
in an endeavor to restore peace to 
Europe. 

All of these have shown that En- 
gland has been elected again to the 
position of official scapegoat for 
Germany’s ills. Once more the full 
fury of German propaganda bom- 
bardment is being hurled at the 
nation which Lissauer castigated in 
those sizzling’1914 stanzas. 
English Accused 

Hardly had the smoke cleared 
from the Buergerbrau beer cellar 
in Munich, following the explosion 
which might easily have cost Hitler 
his life, before a Berlin paper—of 
course, with full govérnmental 
sanction—announced: “There is no 
doubt that the English Secret Serv- 
ice has a hand in this affair.”

It is not in- 
conceivable that chaotic conditions 
might result, and certainly econom- 
ic difficulties due to the stoppage 
of the flow of manufactured goods 
and of financial transactions. 

The situation might very well 
become such that Japan could 
claim that its nationals, its prop- 
erty and its rights were endan- 
gered and, in its role of the arbiter 
of East Asiatic destiny, might find 
itself “compelled” to step in and 
“restore order.” 

Indeed, the Japanese navy. long 
has gazed with wishful eyes on 
these Dutch islands, which would 
not only enable Singapore to be 
neutralized, the Philippines literal- 
ly surrounded, and Australia ap- 
proached far more nearly than at 
present, but would go far toward 
making Japan independent of out- 
side sources of supply in that in- 
dispensable lifeblood of modern 
war, oil. It is in this direction, to- 
ward the building up of a great 
insular and maritime empire, that 
the navy long has wished to ad- 
vance, rather than in continental 
excursions into the heart of Asia. 

There is sound historical prece- 
dent for such a course; indeed, con- 


seems from the lessons of history 
to be almost essential for an island 
power, which must ever depend on 
the control of the sea for its safety. 
The pursuit of continental conquest 
at the same time with maritime 
and colonial expansion usually has 
been beyond the resources of any 
single nation. The attempt to do 
so wrecked Philip II, Louls XIV 
and Wilhelm II. Britain’s rise to 
greatness did not begin until after 
the abandonment of the French 
policy which drained its strength 
during the Hundred Years’ War. 


Air Power New Factor. 


The uncertainty as to the extent 
to which air power has altered the 
conditions under which sea power 
formerly functioned, and its direct 
threat to civil populations with the 
consequent loss of freedom of ac- 
tion by the government in foreign 
relations, imposes upon nations like 
Japan, whose great protection is 
distance from the bases of pos- 
sible enemies, the need for exclud- 
ing as far as possible such bases 
from the areas in which dominance 
is vital to them and conversely in 
obtaining possession, when opportu- 
nity offers, of advance bases from 
which its own mobile forces, sea

Lord Zetland, Secretary..for 
India, Says Group Acts 
on “Purely Totalitarian 
Principles.” |

LONDON, Nov. 11.—In a state- 
ment made to American press rep- 
resentatives Lord Zetland, Secre- 


tary for India, expreased the hope 
last night that a means of ending 
the Indian crisis might yet be 
found, but charged the working 


committee of the All-India Con- 
gress with talking much of democ- 
racy but acting upon “purely to- 
talitarian principles.” 

Since the followers of Mohandas 
K. Gandhi are still demanding a 
clearcut declaration of British war 
aims and accuse the British Gov- 
ernment of pronouncing India at 
war without submitting the deci- 
sion to a democratic vote of In- 
dia’s 11 provincial Parliaments, ob- 
servers here fear that the Indian 
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Nationalists will greet Zetland’s 
statement with countercharges of 
totalitarianism. 

The acute sensibilities aroused 
by the British-Indian controversy 
and deadlock were reflected by the 
official summary of the situation 
which was issued from the India 
Office, and equally so by the man- 
ner of its presentation. Lord Zet- 
land’s meeting with reporters was 
especially noteworthy because it 
was limited to American corre- 
spondents only, thereby seeming to 
recognize the exceptional interest 
which the American public is re- 
ported here to have shown in re- 
gard to the Indian Nationalists’ 
insistence upon a British declara- 
tion that the Indians, in supporting 
the war, would be defending de- 
mocracy at home'as well as on the 
Western front. 


Question of Quotation. 
The statement made by Lord 
Zetland was described as for pub- 
lication only by American newspa- 


pers and news agencies. It was at 
first stipulated that answers to 
questions would be “for your own 
guidance and use on your own re- 
sponsibility.” When it was pointed 
out that information presented in 
this manner would be deprived of 
all official authority it was agreed 
that such material might be at- 
tributed indirectly, without quota- 
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tions, to Lord Zetland’s office. 

The main points brought out in 
this fashion were the following: 

1. That it was the British belief 
that many Indian Ministers, who 
resigned from the provincial gov- 
ernments in protest against Brit- 
ish inflexibility on the war aims 
issue, had been reluctant to do so, 

2. That the precise votes whereby 
these Indian parliaments decided 
in favor of the resignation of their 
governments—reported by the Na- 
tionalists to be overwhelming in 
their majorities—are still not offi- 
cially released here. 

3. That high officials in the In- 
dia Office in London have pro- 
fessed not to know to what extent 
other parties in the Indian provin- 
cial governments had joined the 
All-India Congress party in voting 
for their Ministries’ protest resig- 
nations, 

It was affirmed, however, that 
the Nationalists’ contention that 
they have the majority of Moslems 
in India supporting Gandhi's Con- 
gress party was certainly inexact. 
On the other hand, it was admitted 
freely that the All-India Congress 
represents the largest and best or- 
ganized party in India. 


Britain’s Offer Reviewed. 
Lord Zetland’s quotable state- 
ment stressed the complexity of the 
British task in India, reviewed 
Britain’s offer “provided that the 


Indian National Congregs and the 
All-India Moslem League can com- 
pose their differences, to bring the 
leaders of the great political parties 
in India into the Central Govern- 
ment as an ad hoc measure during 
the period of the war.” At the end 
of the war Britain would willingly 
consult with various parties, inter- 
ests and Princes in India toward 
a co-operative effort to frame 
“such modifications of the Consti- 
tution as may seem desirable.” 

In regard to Britain's obligations 
the statement adds, “We are 
pledged under our treaties and en- 
gagements with the Princes to af- 
ford them protection against ag- 
gression from without, and rebel- 
lion from within. We cannot treat 
these pledges as scraps of paper 
and bring them to an end unilater- 
ally, to meet our own convenience 
or that of anyone else. It is in- 
deed against bad faith of that kind 
that we have taken up arms in 
Europe.”

LONDON. Nov. il.—The first 
wartime Armistice day was ob- 
served by the British people today 
with the deepened solemnity which 
can only be felt by a nation liv- 
ing daily and hourly beneath the 
projected shadow of enemy bomb- 
ing planes. 

For the first time since 21 years 
ago today no signal was given for 
two minutes of silencé—this to 
avoid its possible confusion with 
the air raid warning. In London 
officials had even announced that 
busses, private motor cars, subways 
and railroad trains might continue 
to operate, an unprecedented sug- 
gestion, since the precise stroke of 
11 could not be conveyed to the 
millions throughout the capital. 

But 11 o’clock came and as if by 
a single unanimous. instruction or 
by one silently transmitted com- 
mand, London’s traffic came to a 
dead halt.- Bus drivers stopped 
their vehicles wherever they hap- 
pened to be. Railroad trains stood 
frozen to the rails. Motorists 
stepped out of their automobiles 
and stood bareheaded in the streets. 

Think of Tomorrow. 

By voluntary desire, unregulated 
and unimposed, the same tradition- 
al stillness descended upon the 
capital of the British Empire. The 
only difference was that it had a 
new profundity. From within the 
shadow of death, Britain’s millions 
saluted the dead of the world’s 
last great catastrophe. ‘Looking 
backward during this strained, eerie 
silence, they also thought ahead 
to the price of freedom which is 
as yet unpaid and may have to be 
paid through inestimable. tomor- 
rows. 

While a crowd was observing the 
silence at the Cenotaph a woman 
ran from the’ pavement toward the 
Cenotaph and cried: “Hypocrites!

This 
makes quick shifts possible, elim- 
inating waits for gasoline, tractors 
or horses. On reaching a combat 
site, the heavy guns can be 
anchored swiftly in the ground. 
Experiments with motorized guns 
were made during the World War, 
experts said, but the gunfire shook 
the motors out of commission. The

There aré, therefore, very strong 
reasons why Japan might find it 
advantageous to seizé on any rea- 
sonable pretext for occupying or 
assuming the military protection 
of the Dutch Bast Indies, though 
such move might well be coincident 
with a gradual retreat in China. 

That the attempt would not be 
regarded with complacency by 
Great Britain and France goes 
without saying. The former, espe- 
cially, would find its Far Eastern 
interests thereby almost extin- 
guished, and its great dominions 
of Australia and New Zealand di- 
rectly menaced; But just what 
steps could be taken by these Pow- 
ers to halt such a Japanese move? 
There are no British or French 
capital ships now in the Far East. 
Cruisers, destroyers, submarines 
and aircraft operating from Singa- 
pore, Saigon and the Dutch bases 
at Soerabaya and Amboina might 
delay and threaten Japanese opera- 
tions in the Dutch islands, but 
could not prevent them. 

Japan’s Sea Superiority. 

Even if Italian neutrality could 
be absolutély assured, so that it 
would be safe to dispatch the Brit- 
ish Mediterranean fleet to Singa- 
pore, it has available only three 
battleships against Japan’s 10, The 
gatrison of Singapore has been 
largely reinforced from India, both

Certainly also 
we might at some future time find 
ourselves confronted with the ques- 
tion of whether we proposed to de- 
fend Australia from Asiatic pefie- 
tration, a task which would be far 
easier now than with the Jap- 
anese securely established in New 
Guinea. The Dutch Indies are our 
major source of rubber supply. On 
the other hand the fighting of a 
naval war 7000 miles away across 


the widest ocean in the world, in| 


a region where we possess no ade- 
quate bases of our. own, would be 
a task to daunt the stoutest heart. 
Whether, if assured of our hostil- 
ity, Japan would attempt to oc- 
cupy the Dutch islands is another 
uncertainty. Such assurance would 
gravely increase the risks it would 
have to consider. 


Islands’ Defense. 


The defenses of the islands them- 
selves include a naval force. which 
has a few cruisers but is largely de- 
pendent on destroyers, submarines 
and flying boats. There is also a 
considerable military air force, and 
a garrison of about 40,000 Dutch 
and native troops, including trained 
reserves, These forces are small 
compared to Japan.s’ The defense 
of Netherlands India must there- 
fore be undertaken, if it is to be 
successful, by foreign Powers; and 
at the moment the only power in a 
position to do 60 at all is the United 
States, and we only undér the most 
serious difficulties, 

Nevertheless the chance of our 
being involved in war is perhaps 
as serious, at the moment, by rea- 
son of possible future developments 
in this region as it is by reason of 
the fighting in Europe. 

The definite trend. of Japanese 
thought toward the Dutch islands 
is indicated by the formation of the 
new Institute of the Pacific, which 
asserts openly that the European 


| war offers a golden Opportunity to 


Japan to acquire the resources of 
the islands. It is to be remembered 
that on previous occasions of Euro- 
pean tension Japan has been alive 
to the opportunities thus afforded 
it to have its way in the Far Kast.

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Stock Prices Drift Downward 
During Week in Contrast With 
Bright Business News in Market 


Wall Street Attributes Action of Speculative 
Trade Partly to Foreign Selling to Raise 
Cash and to Offerings by “Tired Longs.” 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11 (AP).—Shares drifted downward in the stock 
market this week, ignoring continued encouraging business news. To- 
ward the end of the period there was some firming of values under the 
leadership of selected steels, motors, aircrafts and specialties, but the 


general list ended under water. 


The Associated Press average of 60 representative stocks drifted 
steadily downward except for a rise of 10 cents on Friday, lifting the 
measure to $51.50. On the week, however, the average showed a net de- 
cline of $1.20. Th Dow-Jones average of 65 stocks at $50.66 was $1.15 


lower on the week. 


Talk persists in Wall Street that 
European-owned American securi- 
ties, principally British-owned, 
have been sold in the New York 
Stock Exchange in substantial 
amounts whenever stock values 
have tilted upward. 

Foreign Held Stocks Sold. 

Leading brokers estimate liquida- 
tion of foreign-held American 
shares during the month preceding 


this week averaged 50,000 to 100,- 
000 shares daily. Brokers, too, 
have distributed foreign owned 
shares off the exchange. But for- 
eign offerings were reported to 
have dried up with this week's 
slump in values. Some securities 
men said the latest easing of prices 
came from sales.of stocks by “tired 
longs,” a street name for specula- 
tors who bought securities shortly 
after the start of the European war 
in September with the hopes of 
quick profits. 

A trickle of war orders from 
Europe reached American industry 
this week in midst of the busiest 
autumn the nation has seen in 10 
years, 

Aside from big airplane contracts 
announced previously, the lifting 
of the arms embargo brought man- 
ufacturers samplings of what may 
be expected on a larger scale if 
the “strange” war evolves into a 
serious test of stamina, trade ob- 
servers said. 

Among miscellaneous orders list- 
ed in business records following 
modification of the neutrality leg- 
islation were 200,000 blankets for 
the French army, $750,000 in sub- 
machine guns and several thousand 
horses and mules. 7 


Large Orders Reported. 

Large orders for tools and ma- 
chinery were reported in _ sight. 
Some business in those lines was 
placed before the removal of the 
arms embargo, along with a smat- 
tering of buying in trucks, fire- 
hose, motorcycles and other prod- 
ucts. 

Prime Minister Chamberiain told 
the House of Commons the repeal 
of the United States arms ship- 
ment ban reopened to the Allies 
“the greatest storehouse of sup- 
plies in the world.” 

The big question posed in finan- 
cial circles was whether American 
business men would venture to in- 
crease factory capacity to handle 
large-scale foreign orders if they 
were forthcoming on top of home 
demand which has taxed facilities 
in some lines. 

In Pittsburgh, Cleveland and 
other industrial areas the flames’ 
of industry burned high as pro- 
ducers worked hard to fill heavy 
orders taken the last few months, 
especially in the first two weeks of 
the war. Forty-one of the 50 blast 
furnaces in the Pittsburgh district 
were turning out metal in one of 
the greatest steel making drives in- 
dustry has seen. 

Already producing ingots at a 
record pace on basis of present 
capacity, the steel industry raised 
operations another notch to 92.5 
per cent of rated capacity, topping 
the 1937 peak by a small margin. 

What Index Shows. 

The Associated Press index of 
industrial activity, up 16 .out of 
the past 17 weeks, duplicated the 
1937 recovery peak of 108.6, reg- 
istered in May that year after the 
upswing from the depression lows. 

The index, with component 
groups based on latest figures, cal- 
culated on 1929-30 levels 
compared as follows:

Others are letters of the family 
of the Rev. Dr. Samuel Miller, one 
of the founders of Princeton The- 
ological Seminary.

Benton's habit of thoroughness is.

'|Near-Perfect Physical and Mental Equip- 
ment Required of Those Who Would 


Complete Rigorous 


Training for Army.

Corps had better be sure that they 
are in near-perfect physical and 
mental condition, for so exacting 
are the requirements that only one 
in 20 who start on that career ever 
survive to the day when they can 
sit in the pilot’s seat of one of the 
Corps’ big bombardment, attack or 
pursuit planes. 

At Parks Air College, south of 
East St. Louis, is a class of 90 Air 
Corps cadets who have survived the 
first ordeal—the rigorous medical 
tests which eliminated about 85 
per cent of the aspirants, They 
range in age between 20 and 27 
years, the period of maximum 
physical stamina, and they have 
had at least two years of college 
education. 


But before they complete their 
65 hours of elementary flight in- 
struction and 125 hours of ground 
school there, more of them wil 
falter and fail. About 40 per cent 
will go through the heart-breaking 
experienced of being “washed out,” 
rejected because of inaptitude for 
flying.

Inept Go Quickly. 

Most of the inept are weeded out 
during this primary training pe- 
riod. For the cadets who pass these 
grueling tests, however, there is 
still another hurdle. They go on 
to Randolph and Kelly fields, near 
San Antonio, where another 10 per 
cent will be dropped. 

Finally, at the end of this long 
ordeal, comes graduation and the 
right to wear those silver wings.

“Many students come 
here from the most exacting tech- 
nical schools and soon find they 
don’t have that peculiar combina- 
tion of mental and physical qual- 
ities which makes a good flyer.” 


In defining flying aptitude the 
veterans spoke of a “feeling of 
sustentation,” “quick orientation,” 
“mental and muscular co-ordina- 
tion,” and “swift reactions,” expres- 
sions comprehensible to flyers but 
none too satisfactory for ground- 
lings. 

The indispensable feeling of sus- 
tentation, they said, warns a flyer 
when his ship is losing speed and 
approaching a stall, while his swift 
reactions instantaneously lead to 
the precise procedure for averting 
it. If a cadet is sluggish in de- 
ciding what to do in such an emer- 
gency, the result may be tragic, 
they said, adding with emphasis 
that “You can make only one mis- 
take,” 


Orientation Defined. 


Quick orientation was defined as 
the property which enables a flyer 
to get his plane back into level 
flight after pulling out of some 
maneuver such as a barrel roll, or 
a spiral, in which the earth seems 
to whirl round and round in a 
crazy universe. 

It takes a flying instructor only 
about 10 hours with a: student to 
detect his defects; usually they 
show up first when he misjudges 
his distances in landings. -After 
tests demonstrate that the student 
isn’t cut out to be a pilot, he is 
summoned before his commander, 
informed that he is “dangerous to 
himself and others,” and honorably 
discharged. 

The disheartening experience is 
softened, however, by the consol- 
ing explanation that being “washed 
out” is no disgrace, that it is no 
evidence of deficiency in ordinary 
walks of life. After that the stu- 
dent is free to resume civilian life, 
while his compapnions go on to win

. §. FARM EXPORTS 
DOWN, IMPORTS UP 


Sales Abroad Off $39,000,000 
in July-September Quarter 
From 1938 Period. 


WASHINGTON, Nov’11 (AP)— 
The war has had a depressing ef- 
fect on exports or farm commodi- 
ties, the Agriculture Department 
reported. today. 

Foreign shipments of farm prod- 
ucts in September, the first month 
of the conflict, were smaller than 
those of ugust or of September 


last year. 

Loss as a market of the Ger- 
man-controlled areas of Europe, 
the imposition of wartime commod- 
ity control measures in other coun- 
tries, the German submarine cam- 
paign against Allied shipping and 
sharp increases.in marine freight 
and insurance rates were listed as 
unfavorable export factors. 

American farm exports were val- 
ued at $150,262,000 in the first quar- 
ter of this fiscal year (July-Sep- 
tember). This figure compared 
with $189,911,000 in the correspond- 
ing quarter last year, a loss of 
$39,651,000. 

Save for an “exceptional” for- 
eign cotton situation which has 
been playing into the hands of this 
country, the farm exports might 
have been much smaller, officials 
said. While cotton exports in- 
creased 28 per cent over Septem- 
ber, 1938, foreign shipments of 
other agricultural products de- 
clined 15 per cent. 

Heavy declines were reported in 
exports of tobacco, fresh fruits, and 
grains, due largely to decreased 
purchases by belligerent nations. 
Contrary to expectations of farm 
officials, exports of cured pork in 
the first month of hostilities failed 
to rise above the September, 1938, 
level. 

Imports of agricultural products, 
on the other hand, continued to 
rise. Their value for the July-Sep- 
tember quarter was estimated at 
$256,180,000 compared with $219,- 
638,000 last year. Imports of cattle 
and calves played an important 
part in this 17 per cent increase.

PREACHES WORLD REVOLUTION 
AS THE VOICE OF HIS MENT OR 


STALIN 


‘Hammer’ Is an Effective Tool in Hand of ‘Man of Steel’ 


Lenin's Best Filing Clerk’ Now 
Red Dictator’'s Man Friday, 
With Notable Record of 
Cleaning Up His Chief's Dan- 


gerous Political Messes.

‘ WASHINGTON, Nov. 11. 
O a world fascinated by the eccentric 
T brilliance of the aristocratic Tchicherin 
and the dynamic bluster of the in- 
dividualist Litvinov, the emergence of Rus- 
sian Foreign Minister Vyacheslav Mikhailq- 
vich Molotov as the voice of Joseph Stalin in 
international affairs comes as a mild shock. 
His rise to prominence, however, has been 
thoroughly in keeping with Stalin’s practice 
of advancing only thdése associates in whom 
he has implicit trust. 
Before Molotov was appointed People’s 
Commissar for Foreign Affairs in May to suc- 
ceed Litvinov, whose Jewish blood and demo- 
cratic tendencies were hindering the conclu- 
sion of Soviet agreements with National 
Socialist Germany, he was, as he still is, 
Chairman of the Council of People’s Com- 
missars, or Prime Minister. Not until his 
later appointment, however, did the Chancel- 
leries of Europe and the Americas and the 
international journalists think him important 
enough for biographical study. As a result, 
little is known of the personal history of 
this efficient Bolshevik who, at the age of 49, 
is one of the five top Russians who are de- 
termining the fate of 180,000,000 Soviet 
citizens and who may have a decisive hand 
in shaping the future of the world. 


Disparagement and Praise; 
A Man Without Any Pose 


Many disparaging phrases have been ap- 
plied to Molotov, such as the one attributed 
to Lenin that he was “best filing clerk in the 
Soviet Union,” or the covert observation in 
Moscow that he is “Stalin’s shadow.” But 
among those who have known him, he has 
the reputation of being highly intelligent, 
quick-witted, suave and well-poised, with an 
attractive personality of his own. He is one 
of the few Russian leaders without-a trace 
of affectation or pose. He makes no effort 
to gain popularity with the masses, and, un- 
like most Russians, he has a highly de- 
veloped sense of order and neatness which he 
carries into his personal dress. 

Within the Communist Party and the 
Soviet Government, Molotov has several out- 
standing achievements to his credit. As 
Stalin’s Man Friday he cleaned up several 
political messes when the opposition to Stalin 
began to get out of hand; he took over the 
collective “-rming program Stalin had previ- 
ously appropriated from Trotsky; he helped 
draft the Constitution of 1936, and with 
Stalin conducted the negotiations with For- 
eign Minister von Ribbentrop which led to 
the signing of the Soviet-German trade and 
non-aggression pacts. 

Before he was appointed Prime Minister, 
he held many important party positions, such 
as Secretary of the Central Committee of 
the Party in the Ukraine and of the All- 
Union Central Committee. He was a dele- 
gate to the Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth 
World Congresses of the Communist Inter- 
national and at one time was a member of 
the presidium and of the political secretariat 
of the executive committee of the Comintern. 

In the government, as distinct from the

party, he has been a member-of the presidium 
of the Central Executive Committee of the 
U. S. S. R., and formerly was president 
of the Soviet of Labor and Defense, an in- 
fluential post with great power over the 
economic development of the nation. 

Most impressive to the foreign offices of 
the world, however, is the fact that he is a 
member of the dictatorial Political Bureau of 
the party, which determines the policies the 
government must follow. He was appointed 
to this post in 1924 after serving an ap- 
prenticeship as a deputy member. Tchicherin 
and Litvinov were never members of this 
unique group and were forced to carry out 
the foreign policies it determined. By virtue 
of his membership, Molotov has a voice in 
making policy. 


Although Russian to the core, Molotov 
looks more like a provincial French doctor or 
advocate than a high ranking Socialist of- 
ficial. Slightly above medium height, stocky 
with broad shoulders, he seems to personify 
the new state machinery and the new bureau- 
cracy created by Stalin after the elimination 
of such spectacular figures as Trotsky, Kame- 
nev, Zinoviev, Bukharin, Radek and Rykov. 


Not an Impressive Speaker, 
Boasting and Bromidic 


As a speaker, the role in which he now ap- 
pers to Westerners, he is not impressive. 
He has a slight stutter, as did his predeces- 
sor as Premier, Rykov. His platform de- 
livery has been described as that of the 
president of a company reading to his board 
of directors a complex feport prepared by 
experts. His addresses abound in Com- 
munistic bromides, whether he is boasting of 
Soviet economic achievements or trying to ex-

To understand Molotov’s present’ import- 
ance, it is necessary to understand his early 
background, especially the period when he 
first subordinated his personality and am- 
bitions to the older and more aggressive 
Stalin, his colleague in Communism for more 
than a quarter of a century. 


Sworn Social Democrat 
At 16; Family Renounced 


Like Stalin he discarded his family name. 
He was born in Kukard, a small town near 
Kazan on the upper Volga River, in 1890. 
His father’s name was Scriabin, and his 
uncle was the famous modern composer, 
Alexander Scriabin. When he was 16 years 
old he took the oath of loyalty to the 
Social-Democratic party, renouncing his fam- 
ily and taking the name Molotov, which 
means “hammer.” Subsequently events de- 
monstrated that if he is the Communist 
hammer, the person who wields that hammer 
is Stalin, the man of steel. 

According to Russian standards, Molotov’s 
family was modestly well-to-do. His father 
was a shopkeeper and his relatives were 
minor government officials. Ai a financial 
sacrifice his family sent him to a secondary 
school at Kazan, where he was an excellent 
student until he became involved in revolu- 
tionary activities. Kazan, a picturesque city 
on the Volga, was a center of revolutionary 
thought. It will be recalled that Lenin was 
expelled from the university there in 1887 
for his part in the subversive movement. 

When only 19 years old and still a student 
in Kazan, Molotov was arrested when leaving 
a political meeting. He was sentenced to 
two years’ imprisonment, but because of his

BERLIN. 

ERLIN, a changed city since I was last 
Ber. is not allowing the war to stop as 

yet the extraordinary reconstruction and 
remodeling of the capital ordered by Hitler. 
Undoubtedly this will be slowed up if the 
war lasts a long time and*there should be a 
scarcity of man power. 


It is not only that the old houses are be- 
ing torn down in every direction, that old 
publie buildings are having their faces-reno- 
vated, that several of the palaces are being 
magnificently done over for the three or four 
men closest to Hitler, and new subways and 
great new streets being cut across the city. 
It is all being done on a grand scale, in ac- 
cordance with an artistically and practically 
worked-out plan which is the product of the 
best talent available to the Nazis. 


While the new architecture is by no means

beautiful, the taste so far displayed is ex- 
cellent, and there is no doubt that if Hitler 
wins the war, and there is anything left of 
Germany, he will achieve his purpose of mak- 
ing over a rather seedy and extremely un- 
interesting Berlin into a noteworthy capital 
of his greatly enlarged country. Curiously 
enough, the modernistic note has entirely dis- 
appeared and I am told that this is to be 
attributed to the Fuehrer himself. 

Even with the war on, the theaters and 
operas are running full blast and the movies, 
too, though they all suffer from the blackout 
which has taken almost all the taxis off the 
streets at night. But there is no joy any- 
where. Some of the big popular restaurants 
have closed up rooms; everywhere the menus 
are cut down to about 10 per cent of what 
they used to be, and, indeed, in some places, 
there is just a single meal served and you 
take it or leave it. Some lines of business, 
such as the automobile agéncies, are down 
and out, but in others m4 is tremendous 
activity. 

In the leading hotels one/sees heavy, pros- 
perous looking men poring over maps and 


plans and evidently engaged in preparing for 
the rebuilding and developing of Poland and 
the othey conquered ‘territories. ‘The press 
is making a grand play in telling the public 
how rapidly the work of “redeeming” the 
conquered provinces is going om, 


For all that, there is no disguising the 
fact that the people are sad, unhappy and 
depressed. It is reported that the recent con- 
ferences here of the Gauleitern, the heads 
of the old states, were held to see if some- 
thing could not be done to “pep up,”’ as we. 
should say, the people’s interest in the war. 
Still being talked about is the way the rumor 
that Chamberlain's Cabinet had fallen and 
a peace move was coming raced all over the 
country. Only one is clear about it, 
and that is that the joy and relief were tre- 
mendous. If it had been followed up by real 
news of peace there would have been 
all the delirium that marked the coming‘of 
the armistice in England and the United 
States in 1918. é.

Protest on Dismissal of Mr. Rowland. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

E are impelled by our concern for 

those of our citizens who need relief, 
and by our concern for the administra- 
tion of public affairs, to voice our amaze- 
ment and surprise over the recent action 
of the Social Security Administration in 
requesting the resignation of .John K. 
Rowland, Administrator for St. Louis of 
the Social Security Commission. 

The method used by the commission 
in requesting Mr. Rowland’s resignation 
was not such as to promote public confi- 
dence in the commission and certainly is 
incompatible with the profession of at- 
tachment to the principles of the merit 
system. 

To permit such methods of procedure 
by a body created to serve the public in- 
terest to pass unchallenged would be to 
acquiese in a method which violates the 
elements of genujnely democratic pro- 
cedure. 

We also call attention to the fact 
that if it is true that administration of 
the St. Louis office of the Social Secur- 
ity Administration has not been as effi- 
cient as it should be, the responsibility 
does not rest with and cannot be put on 
Mr. Rowland alone. 

_ We do not wish to set ourselves up as 
judges or to apportion blame, but it can- 
not be overlooked that no office can be 
efficiently operated which is ordered by 
a superior body at one time to discharge 
a large part of its staff and at another 
time directed to engage a large number of 
workers, and all this without consultation 
with the administrator responsible for the 
operation of the office. 

We wish to present our conviction that 
Mr. Rowland has not only given an effi- 
cient administration to St. Louis within 
the limits imposed on him, but also has 
manifested a genuine and intelligent in- 
terest in the welfare of the people who 
have been forced to apply for public as- 
sistance. It was his duty, as it is the duty 
of the Social Security Administration, not 
merely to administer efficiently the funds 
appropriated by the Legislature, but also 


to determine the extent and nature of the 


need in St. Louis for socia] security. 

Mr. Rowland has certainly not been 
guilty of either self-seeking or overstate- 
ment in voicing the desperate situation 
which has existed and still exists in St. 
Louis. It would be most unfortunate if 
the people of St. Louis should be forced to 
believe that the reason for Mr. Rowland’s 
peremptory dismissal was that he told 
the truth about relief needs in St. Louis. 

We take this means of requesting the 
commission to offer an explanation of its 
action to our citizens. The Social Serv- 
ice Committee to the Church Federation 
will be happy to have a emall committee 
meet with the Social Security Commis- 
gion to discuss this matter further.

On Discrimination Against Japan. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ENATOR PITTMAN recently predict- 

ed that Congress might soon enact his 
resolution empowering the President to 
embargo “any and all” exports to Japan. 
I think that if this is done, we will have 
taken a most dangerous step. To throw 
open our resources to all who can “come 
and get it” on a cash-and-carry basis, ex- 
cept Japan, will not be regarded by her 
as a friendly act. 

It will be a supreme insult to single 
her out as the one nation in the world to 
which the new Neutrality Act would not 
apply. 

This discrimination would be followed 
by her retaliation, answered by our re- 
prisals and her reciprocation and so on, 
until we will have placed ourselves out 
on a limb from which there would be no 
graceful retreat. 

“It is the first steps in these matters 
which should be avoided,” says Prof. 
Borchard. “The goodness of the intention 
will not save the country from the con- 
sequences of unwise admonition or inter- 
vention.” 

If we attempt to cripple others eco- 
nomically, we should expect them to at- 
tempt to cripple us physically. We should 

mot take aggressive measures against 
those who are not aggressing against us. 
It is not our part to play the judge in de- 
termining the guilt of the respective bel- 
ligerents in either Asia or Europe. 


THE CUP OF FURY. 

Not since the days of the Babylonian Captivity have 
there been such forced wanderings of peoples as there 
are in Burepe today. On bleak beaches, just beyond 
the Pyrenees, thousands of Spanish Loyalists still 
huddle in rude camps. Along the Baltic and in the 
Tyrol, other thousands are being ordered from their 
ancient homes because they are Germans, and it has 
been decreed that all Germans must live in the Reich. 
There has been a children’s migration, too, from 
London. And not least tragic is the story of the 
hurried evacuation of Alsace-Lorraine, a battlefield 
since Roman days. 

Strasbourg is now an empty city. Only the Mayor 
and the Bishop have refused to leave. Its 200,000 
inhabitants and the other non-combatants of the 
region have been transplanted to the vicinity of 
Perigueux, even as the Acadians were carried to 
Louisiana. It was unfortunate, Paris shrugs. There 
was no time for preparation. It was even more 
necessary to move troops to the front. So, many of 
these German-speaking families were separated. More 
were forced to leave their belongings. And in the 
new places there was no room for them. One town 
of 35,000 had to take in 37,000 Alsatians. 

“Public charity bureaus” have been opened. The 
Government radio is promising barracks and blankets 
“before it is too cold.” But every provincia] newspa- 
per from Bordeaux to Toulouse still has its pathetic 
column of inquiries, as the New Yorker reports. “Mme. 
So-and-so, formerly of Bischwiler, asks for news of 
her two granddaughters, sent somewhere in the 
Vienne, or a borderlander corporal, frantic at the 
front, inquires if any Southern village has seen any- 
thing of his wife.” 

It may be the scantest of consolation to these 
evacuees, but the world does hear something of their 
tribulations. They may be neglected, but they have 
not fallen under the knout. Vice-Premier Chautemps 
has instituted a weekly radio broadcast in their 
language. The provincial papers are trying to print 
a column or two of news in German. The Stras- 
bourgeois have even set up their municipal council in 
a Perigueux cafe. 

Driven from their farms and treadles in the North 
to the unfamiliar South, these people are sleeping in 
strangers’ barns and haymows and eating bitter 
bread. They were not received with joy, but they do 
have the promise of the Government that their homes 
are being guarded and that they will be recom- 
pensed for any damage—after the war. There is 
some hope for them. And there is the kndwledge 
that the migration, no matter what poverty it has 
entailed, has saved their lives and. their sanity and 
their children. 

But what of the Balts and the Tyrolese? Some of 
them, especially in the North, would have welcomed 
the spreading of the Nazi eagle’s wings over their 
homesteads, but to be uprooted and carried to the 
eyrie is another matter. However, enthusiasm has 
been decreed for them from on high. If they are 
not happy, it is a matter for Herr Goebbels’ censors. 

The Catholic Tyrolese, intensely devoted to their 
ancestral hill farms, certainly want nothing of Hit- 
lerism. It was a blow for them when they fell un- 
der Italian sway and their villages, churches and 
schools were Latinized. Tenaciously, they clung to 
their ancient ways, and as one said: “We can al- 
ways climb higher and higher into the mountains.” 
But now they are doomed to removal to the Germany 
of the pagan Wotan’s fire cult. 

Some day these millions will be the “minorities” 
to be moved like pawns on a map by monocled states- 
men in another Hall of Mirrors. But, more than that, 
they are today the ripe fruit of Europe’s politics. 
For the blunders of statesmen, who have brought his- 
tory’s finest civilization into jeopardy, they are drain- 
ing that cup of the Lord’s fury of which Jeremiah 
proclaimed: “I will send an@ take all the families 
of the North ...I will take from them the voice of 
mirth, and the voice of gladness, and the voice of the 
bridegroom, and the voice of the bride.”

SHIP LINE PRESSURE IN 1917. 

The United States Lines is seeking authority to 
evade the intent of the Neutrality Act by transferring 
nine of its ships from American to Panama registry. 
John M. Franklin, president of the line, has been in 
Washington urging the Maritime Commission to ap- 
prove this move, which would clearly be to the finan- 
cial advantage of his company. 

Turn back the calendar 22 years. Like today, 
Europe is at war, and America is trying to remain 
neutral. Shipping lines, as in 1939, are inconveni- 
enced by the Government’s policy. Another ship line 
executive is at Washington trying to get something 
done about it—P. A. S. Franklin, head of the Amér- 
ican division of the International Mercantile Marine, 
the Anglo-American merger promoted by J. P. Morgan 
& Co. He is the father of the Franklin now in the 
news. Walter Millis in his “Road to War” describes 


the episode as follows: 

Sir Cecil Spring Rice (the British Ambassador) 
was praying for “the destruction of an American 
ship with American passengers.” Unfortunately, 
this was impossible as long as American passen-~ 
ger ships did not sail; but P. A. 8S. Franklin, “a 
very energetic man,” as the Ambassador called 
him, was ready enough “to send his ships in the 
danger zone with passengers on board” if only 
the Government would give him guns. He ap- 
plied pressure by announcing that he was unload- 
ing his ships and discharging their crews until 
such a time as the guns should be forthcoming.

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THE PLIGHT OF ENDOWED EDUCATION. 

Some rather ribald comment has met recent ex- 
periments by universities with popular radio pro- 
grams. They were accused of trying to sell cul- 
ture as though it were a dentifrice or face cream. 
No matter what merit these programs had, they 
were symptomatic of the serious situation faced by 
the administrators of America’s endowed schools. 

Virtually all of them are confronted by a decline 
in the rate of return on invested capital and a 
sharp drop in the number and size of new gifts. 
This trend is made all the worse for some be- 
cause in the false dawn of 1936-37 they abandoned 
depression policies to make new appointments to 
their faculties and to augment and improve their 
facilities. Higher student fees cannot bridge the 
growing gap, especially not for those institutions 
that have no desire to become “rich men’s univer- 
sities.” 

This country probably always will have the re- 
sources to support a few outstanding endowed uni- 
versities, provided that it is convinced that they 
are important for its future.

They are trying to 
convince an ever larger «number of persons that 
while the state university can and does meet the 
educational needs of most Americans, it is the

OLLAND’S national policy is based on 

the principle of neutrality. Only of late 

have voices been heard to point out that 
every value is determined by the price paid. 
for it, and that neutrality, like peace, may be 
bought too dearly. 

“It’s time we declared openly where we 
stand,” a liberal Dutch business man said 
to me. “This eternal talk about neutrality 
is just so much beating about the bush. 
After all, why should we be afraid to say 
that we are wholeheartedly on the side of 
the democracies?” ‘ 

Anyone who tries to form an estimate of 
Holland’s defensive power merely by count- 
ing men and arms would commit a serious 
error. More important than these and any 
additional outside assistance is another, 
more decisive weapon which the Dutch hold 
in their hands: the water that will flood the 
country if ever need should arise. 

About this vital means of defense, politi- 
cians and press are strangely silent, and yet 
the thought of it is ever present in people’s 
minds. As I traveled through the country, 
simple Dutchmen sitting in the bus beside 
me would point out of: the window and say: 
“All that will be covered by water!” 

Any foreigner attempting to discover the 
exact delineation of the area to be flooded 
is looked upon with eyes full of suspicion. 
Roughly, it may be said to be that part of 
the country that is lower than sea level; it 
centers around Utrecht and stretches east- 
ward to the hills along the German frontier. 
Here the Maas, Waal and lower Rhine rivers 
form a dense network regulated by dikes and 
sluices which could very quickly be de- 
stroyed. 

The north and the southeast of the coun- 
try are probably indefensible. But the chain 
of big towns along the west coast—Amster- 
dam, Haarlem, The Hague, and so on—could 
hold out behind the water barrier for a very 
long time, though they would naturally suf- 
fer from air attacks. 

I have heard foreigners doubt the efficacy 
of flooding as a defensive weapon. They are 
wrong. It is not only a question of several 
feet of water covering the country; it must 
be realized that the beds of rivers and canals 
varying in length and width will be hidden

situation was ready-made. But it 
took someone with backbone to de- 
part as radically from the Repub- 
lican pattern as Vanderbilt has 
done.

In any event, money is noth- 
ing new in Rhode Island politics.

Under a New Dea) Democrat, for- 
mer Governor (now United States 
Senator) Theodore F. Green, this 
State took a long running jump 
toward modernization. The Gov- 
ernor was given the power for the 
first time in current memory to 
make his own appointments. A po- 
litical Supreme Court was ousted. 
It was a bloodless rebellion that 
stopped short of completion. 


Civil Service Reform, 


It remained for Vanderbilt to 
complete the job and he has made 
lan impressive record however it 
is looked at. He put through the 
Legislature what is said to be the 
strictest civil service law adopted 
by any state. Instead of blanket- 
ing in present office holders, as 
most civil service laws do, the new 
Rhode Island statute requires those 
now in office as well as applicants 
for State positions to take competi- 
tive examinations. The Governor 
is well aware that there will be 
many more disaffected Republi- 
cans after the law goes into ef- 
fect on Jan. 1. All but a few top 
policy making jobs are covered by 
civil service. 

At the same session of the Leg- 
islature Vanderbilt put through a 
complete reorganization of the State 
'government, doing away with 
‘anachronistic forms and setting up 
‘responsible departments with cen- 
tralized authority. Thanks in large 
/part to this reorganization, Vander- 
‘bilt was able to cut the budget of 
‘the State for the current year by 
$1,250,000, which is nearly 9 per 
cent under last year’s budget. 

“And we did this,” he adds, “with- 
out cutting relief or cutting any 
vital social service in any way.” 

To bring the budget into balance, 
tax increases were necessary to sup- 
plement the cut in State expen- 
ditures. Besides the increase in 
the utility tax, a 2-cent tax was put 
on cigarettes and the State inher- 
itance tax was increased in the 
middle brackets. 

“We felt that was a fair appor- 
tionment of the tax burden,” Van- 
derbilt says. “It wasn’t all put on 
‘any one group or class.” Rhode 
| Island, incidentally, has neither a 
sales nor an income tax. 


Some Democrats Reappointed. 


In several instances where Demo- 
cratic office holders had proved 
their efficiency Vanderbilt gave 
them reappointments. He has con- 
|tinued in office the Democratic Di- 
rector of Education and the Tax 
Administrator. Needles to say, this 
has not endeared him to job-hungry 
members of the old Republican 
machine. Then, too, when trained 
men were not available for spe- 
cialized positions, Vanderbilt went 
outside the State to find them. As 
Warden of the State penitentiary, 
he named Clement J. Ferling, who 
had been for many years with War- 
iden Lawes at Sing Sing, a trained 
penologist. As Assistant Director 
of Public Welfare he named Joseph 
Laughlin of Connecticut, who had

“A 
great many of the things that have 
been done under the New Deal 
have been excellent and certainly 
no one can quarrel with the ob- 
jectives. What has been wrong so 
often, of course, hag been the 
method.” 

First Vanderbilt in Office. 

This is the first time a Vander- 
bilt has ever held public office, 
although the name has been a 
household synonym for wealth and 
social position for at least three 
generations. It was the Governor’s 
great-grandfather, William H. Van- 
derbilt, son of the old Commodore, 
founder of the family fortune, who 
is reputed to have used the “public- 
be-damned” phrase that has echoed 
through American history. 

“The version of that which I was 
brought up on,” says the Governor, 
“is that the old man was wakened 
out of a sound sleep in a Pullman 
car at Buffalo in the middle of the 
night by a cub reporter. The re- 
porter asked some not very impor- 
tant question and said the public 
demanded to know. I think under 
the circumstances I probably would 
have made the same. answer.”

University Delegates to 
Conference at Columbia, 
Mo., Wonder ‘What’s the 
Shooting All About?’

COLUMBIA, Mo. Nov. 
highly optimistic view of the ability 
of the American educational sys- 
tem to compete with the regi- 
mented thought of totalitarian 
states, and to produce citizens well 
fitted to maintain the democratic 
ideal in the midst of today’s con- 
fused world political situation, was 
taken by a great majority of the 
delegates to the ual conference 
of the American Association of 
Universities held here recently. 

The attitude of this distinguished 
group of educators, including the 
presidents of 25 of the country’s 
universities and a 
somewhat larger number of grad- 
vate deans, was a reassuring com 
trast to much of the opinion heard 
on the subject recently. Many ob- 
servers of social and political 
trends have been expressing doubt 
that a democracy could ever hope 
to inspire in its young people the 
same strong loyalties that totali- 
tarian states drill into their stu- 
dents through a regimented school 
curriculum. And-unless something 
can be done to increase the emo- 
tiona] hold of the democratic’ideai 
upon the rising generations, these 
doubters have asked, how can the 
ideal be expected to survive the im- 
pact of totalitarianism? 

In view of these frequently-heard 
conjectures, it might have been 
supposed that the role of American 
education in serving the needs of 
democracy would have been a 
major topic of discussion at the 
conference. The subject, however, 
was not taken up at all in the for- 
mal sessions. The attitude of the 
delegates was not, “What can we 
do about this?”, but “What's the 
shooting all about?” 

One Typical View. 

Many of the educators, indeed, 
were suspicious of the whole idea 
of “educating for democracy”— 
some deliberate effort to imbue stu- 
dents with an emotional attachment 
for democratic tradition — which 
has been suggested recently. Typi- 
cal of these was Dr. Guy Stanton 
Ford, president of the University 
of Minnesota. 

“Educating for democracy is a 
pretty phrase,” Dr. Ford told the 
correspondent, “but exactly what 
does it mean? Each of the per- 
sons talking about it has his own 
panacea, his own set formula for 
how it should be done. These 
people, I think, are often subcon- 
sciously Fascistic; they want to 
regulate thought into their own 
channels instead of making it freer 
and more democratic. 

“They say, ‘We must make de- 
mocracy more efficient if we are 
to cope with totalitarianism.’ I'm 
a little afraid of that word ‘effi- 
cient.’ A democracy lives and re- 
mains a democracy precisely be- 
cause it doubts, because it ques- 
tions its standards and its course 
of action and mulls them over in 
its mind before it acts, 

“A too efficient democracy is not 
a democracy at all. To be sure, I 
get as impatient as anyone elise 
sometimes at the haphazard way 
we go about doing things, about 
the way we often run our city gov- 
ernments and occasionally even 
about the kind of men we send to 
Washington. But after all, that 
way is the way of democracy— 
we have to take the mistakes along 
with the successes. 

His Idea of a Real Education. 

“To me, a real education for 
democracy is one which gives the 
student a questioning and open 
attitude of mind, and enabies him 
to examine problems with his in- 
telligence rather than on a basis 
of prejudice or emotional upset. 
This is the kind of attitude the 
American universities always have 
attempted to instill, and while there 
may be need for improving our 
methods there is no reason for 
changing our purposes. 

“In the real sense of the phrasv, 
‘education for .democracy’ means 
the teaching of a deep appreciation 
for a few fundamental things— 
perhaps a thorough understanding 
‘of the preamble to the Constitution 
would be enough in itself—and not 
just a mere matter of formula or 
ritual, 

“T have no fear that our citizens, 
with their tradition of democracy 
and the objective viewpoint that 
our educational system has fos- 
tered, will suddenly be overwhelmed 
by totalitarianism. The persons who 
express such a fear are taking a 
shallow view; they don’t take into 
consideration the factors which 
have made America what it is to- 
day. If they think that America 
will adopt an idea just because a 
part of Europe has, they should 
live in Europe a while and learn 
how different the basic situation

age or perhaps because of family 
influence he was exiled to his home 
village. 

After the two years had passed, 
he enrolled in the Polytechnical In- 
stitute at St. Petersburg, but a year 
later he was writing for the under- 
ground Marxist newspapers, Zvezda 
(Star) and Pravda (Truth), to 
which Lenin and Stalin were also, 
contributors. He began a corre- 
spondence with Lenin, then an 
emigre, and he may have met Sta- 
lin at this time. He became so 
enthralled by the revolutionary 
movement that he gave up his for- 
mal studies and in 1913 he was 
again arrested and forbidden to 
live in urban areas. For three years 
he dodged the Czar’s police while 
engaged in the trade union move- 
ment. 


Meanwhile the World War had 
‘broken out andiin 1916 he was 
caught and exiled to Siberia. By 
this time he was a professional 
revolutionary like Lenin and Stalin 
and he again escaped. While the 
Czar’s agents were looking for 
him in Russia, he attended the 
London conference of Communists 
called by Lenin and he met the’ 
great Marxian leader at the An- 
glican chapel where the sessions 
were held. Stalin was also at this 
meeting, and the two Leninists re- 
turned to their native country to 
urge the workers and soldiers to 
force a peace by laying down their 
tools and arms. 

In February, 1917, when the Pro- 
visional Government took over the 
rule of Russia, Molotov, then 27 
years old, was the leader of the 
Petrograd Bolsheviks and a co- 
editor of Pravda. On Lenin’s re 
turn to Russia to direct the over- 
throw of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, which occurred in November, 
Molotov dropped out of the spot- 
light and attached himself to the 
ambitious Stalin, who was already 
quarreling with Trotsky. By 1922, 
he was Stalin’s deputy on the all- 
powerful Politbureau, and two 
years later he became a full mem- 
ber of this group and helped curb 
the power of Trotsky, then ranked 
only by Lenin. In this intra-party 
quarrel, Stalin was also aided by 
the peasant leader, Kalinin, now 
= nominal president of the U. S.

From that time until 1929, he 
devoted his attention to the party 
and the governmental work already 
mentioned. As Stalin rose over his 
associates he took Molotov with 
him. When Stalin felt himself 
strong enough to assert complete 
dictatorial powers, he deposed Ry- 
kov as Prime Minister and put his 
old friend Molotov in his place. 

Rykov was said to be a heavy 
drinker—in some quarters yodka 
was called “rykovka”—and Molo- 
tov is a teetotaler. Abstinence,

however, was not the reason for 
Molotov’s elevation. Stalin, the po- 
litical boss, wanted his own man 
in office, and none was better fitted 
to carry out his policies than Molo- 
tov. 
Molotov’s selection as Premier 
signalized a change in the relation 
between the party and the Govern- 
ment. Up to that time, the Gov- 
ernment had been a mere facade 
for the party. All important deci- 
sions were made within the party 
and the Government carried them 
out. But with his own man as 
the top governmental official, 
Stalin permitted the Government 
to decide more and more policies. 
This culminated in the Constitution 
of 1936, carefully edited by Stalin 
and Molotov, which gives the form, 
if not the actual substance, of a 
democratic socialistic state. 

Lenin was Prime Minister of the 
U. Ss. S. R. as well as supreme 
dictator of the party, and many 
persons have wondered why Stalin 
has not formally taken over this 
high office. Molotov would un- 
doubtedly step down should the 
dictator express a wish for the po- 
sition. : 

On the other hand, Molotov was 
once called “czarevich,” implying 
that he was the heir-apparent to 
Stalin as head of the party. Less 
and less is heard of this possible 
elevation. Those who are now gen- 
erally mentioned are Kaganovich, 
Voroshiloy and Zhdanov. The last

Clever, Attractive Wife. 

Molotov has been helped in his 
rise to power by his clever and 
attractive wife, who is known to 
the Russians as Madame Zhemchu- 
sina, formerly a Vice-Commissar of 
light industry in charge of the 
perfume trust and now Commissar 
for the fish industry. 

In a proletarian land where wives 
of diplomats, actresses and bal- 
lerinas are usually the only persons 
who can afford, financially and 
politically, to go in for fashionable 
clothes, Madame Molotov ranks as 
one of the best dressed women in 
the Soviet Union. She has trav- 
eled extensively in this country and 
in Europe. Her brother, Sam Carp, 
head of the Carp Export & Import 
Corporation, came into promifience 
recently when he testified before 
the Dies committee that he was a 
purchasing agent for the Soviet 
Government. Carp is an American 
citizen. 

Molotov in his recent addresses 
has returned to the catch-phrases 
and political philosophies of the 
earlier Bolsheviks. There is no 
longer talk of a united front with 
the democracies. Again there are 
appeals to the proletariat for a 
world-wide revolution. As in the 
past, Molotov, the Hammer, is an 
effective instrument in the hands 
of Stalin.

Many a mo- 
torist has thought he was obeying 
this rule, only to find that the 
stopping distance on wet pavement 
or in slippery leaves was quite dif- 
ferent from the stopping distance 
on hard dry concrete. Here are 
the few simple rules which will be 
found to apply: 

“Keep to speeds at which you 
can certainly stop, no matter what 
the conditions underfoot. 

“Apply the brakes gently and in- 
termittently at first, with the en- 
gine still in gear, and let the iner- 
tia of the power plant help slow 
you down. 

“Feel your way to a stop, re- 
leasing brake pressure at the 
slightest tendency to slide, and re- 
applying brakes gently as the 
wheels turn again. 

“If pavement is very slippery, 
shift into second gear when speed 
is slackened to eight or 10 miles 
an hour, and bring the car to a 
stop.”

NOT AIMED AT LABOR|s!i=2=" 


Purposes of Current U. S. In- 
quiry Explained by Thurman 
Arnold. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP).— 
New anti-trust indictments involv- 
ing Cleveland labor unionists 
brought a statement from Assist- 
ant Attorney-General Thurman Ar- 
nold today that the Justice Depart- 
ment's investigation of the build- 
ing industry was not directed 
against labor. 

“Legitimate labor activity always 
has been respected,” said Arnold, 
head of the department’s anti-trust 
division. “There has not been any 
action against labor unions as 
such, but only in cases where 


unions or their officers have been 
used to create a scarcity or some 
other restraint on commerce. Cer- 
tainly there has been no action be- 
cause of a union’s efforts to get 
better wages, hours or working 
conditions.” 

Cleveland is the fourth city in 
which union officers have been in- 


dicted since the department an- 


land yesterday indicted nine in- 
dividuals, three corporations and 
an association on charges of con- 
spiring to restrain trade through 
monopoly of the glazing industry 
there. Don A. Campbell, business 
agent of the Painters’, Decorators’, 
Paperhangers’ and Glaziers’ Union 
Local, two assistants and a mem- 
ber of the union were among those 
indicted. Campbell now is in 
prison on an extortion charge. 


The building inquiry presently is 
the busiest front in the anti-trust 
division's activities against alleged 
restraints of trade, but Arnold’s 
force of 185 lawyers is active also 
in numerous other fields. An aid 
said that the full program of anti- 
trust enforcement had not yet. been 
disclosed and that new inquiries 
could be expected.

Lower Mortgage Carrying 
Charges of FHA Regard- 
ed as Biggest Spur to 
Residential Construction. 
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NEW YORK, Nov. 11 (AP). — 
Outlay for th~ erection of new pri- 
vate homes for the full year 1939 
may aggregate in the vicinity of $1,- 
670,000,000, construction circles esti- 
mated today.

30 per cent over the $1,285,000,000/ 3 


total reported for 1938 by the De- 
partment of Commerce. 

Such an aggregate also would be 
the biggest volume of new home 
construction since 1930. 

Biggest spur to home building, 
the experts agree, has been the low- 
er mortgag carrying charges 
brought about through the creation 
of Federal Housing Administration- 
insured loans. The FHA rates are 
so low, by comparison with rents 
in some communities, that families 
have found it cheaper to buy than 
pay rent. 

Cash Payment Requirement, 

For example, take the man liv- 
ing in the New York metropolitan 
area who pays $60 a month rent. 


complete carrying charges are only 
around $45 a month, including in- 
terest and principal payments on 
a 25-year $5400 mortgage, taxes, 
insurance, etc. Granted he spends 
$100 a year for fuel, he could buy 
a $6000 house under the FHA-in- 
sured plan, live in it 10 years, then 
give it away and be money ahead. 

Some observers have been criti- 
cising American home construction 
trends recently. They say builders 
are putting up too many homes 
costing this much are too expensive 
for the average American work- 
man to buy. 

While the FHA has been making 
serious attempts to facilitate fi- 
nancing of homes as cheap as $2500 
in localities where land is cheap, 
the bulk of the new homes going 
up this year are costing $5000, $6000, 
$7000 and more, with the $6000 
home the most popular item. 

One New York construction man, 
however, views with complete sat- 
isfaction the current trend. 

$5000 and $6000 Houses. 

“The $5000 and $6000 homes we 
are building today will be the $3000 
and $4000 homes of 10 years hence,” 
he says. “All these people buying 
$6000 houses today won't stay in 
them forever. In 10 years, you can 
bet your bottom dollar that at least 
a third of them will have moved 
on to still newer homes. I can’t 
tell you why. It’s just human na- 
ture. Americans are like that. 
They like to move, and move they 
do. The records show that. 

“So mark my word, by building 
new community after nhew commu- 
nity of nice, new $5000 and $6000 
homes, what we're really doing is 
building up our ‘used home’ market. 
Ten years from now these $5000 
and $6000 places will be selling on 
a broad front at prices of from 
$3000 to $4000—the price bracket 
within reach of the man who can't 
afford a $5000 home today. And, 
presto, we will have solved to a 
great degree the American housing 
problem of providing livable, satis- 
factory quarters for the everyday

C. of C. Group Erects Histori- 
cal Plaques in 36 Blocks of 
Riverfront Area. 


-Erection of 72 markers on his- 
toric spots in the site of the river- 
front memorial has been completed 


division of the Chamber of Com-

The metal plaques have been 
placed on all but four of the 40 


city blocks in the site, The com- 
ittee, headed by Dr. E. A. Hotfel- 
der, reported it could find nothing 
significant to commemorate in 
three of these blocks. In the 
fourth, at the southeast corner of 
Spruce and Main streets, once 
stood the home of Circuit Judge 
William C. Carr, first brick dwell- 
ing in the city, erected in 1815 and 
torn down not long ago. Much of 
the block is vacant and the com- 
mittee found it was not feasible 
to put up a marker. 

Officials of the National Park 
Service have taken charge of 
plaques placed at spots where raz- 
ing of old structures has begun, as 
the first step toward development 
of the memorial. The plaques will 
be replaged when work is done. The 
committee hopes that a more per- 
manent form of marker will be 
provided later by the park service. 

Legends on Plaques. 

Legends on plaques most recent- 
ly installed are: 

11 South Second street—’Site of 
St. Louis’ first church, a temporary 
log chapel was located in northeast 
corner of church block bounded by 
Second, Walnut, Third and Mar- 
ket streets in 1770 until completion 
of first log church here in 1776. 
Old church bell of 1774 now hanging 
near main altar in Old Cathedral. 
In 1818-1820 Bishop Dubourg erect- 
ed a brick cathedral facing Sec- 
ond street near this spot. Aban- 
doned in 1834 for present Old Ca- 
thedral. 

15 South Secend—‘“Site of St. 
Louis’ first college building. In 
1818 St. Louis Academy was found- 
ed by Bishop Dubourg in the rented 
Alvarez residence on north side of 
Market street above Second street. 
A college building was erected here 
in 1820. This was the beginning of 
St. Louis University, the oldest uni- 
versity west of the Mississippi.” 

Southwest corner of Second and 
Walnut streets—“Site of early Epis- 
copal Church. The Christ Church 
congregation worshiped here in a 
frame structure known as ‘the long 
building’ after its founding in 1819 
as the First Protestant Episcopal 
Church west of the Mississippi. 
Services discontinued here in Aug- 
ust, 1821.” 

Northwest corner of Third and 
Valentine streets—“Site of James 
Baird’s blacksmith shop, erected 
by John Coons in 1810 and sold to 
Baird in 1811. Later altered and 
used for a courthouse until 1820. 
Largest room in St. Louis and the 
first theatrical performances in the 
West were givén here. Also place 
where large balls, dinners and re- 
ligious meetings were held.”

Total for 1938 $220,000,000 
More Than Amount Reported 
in 1937, According to Survey 


Outstanding mortgages on non- 
farm homes climbed $220,000,000 
last year over the 1937 figure to 


1938, the November issue of the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Review 
said yesterday. 

This is the first definite figure 
of the amount invested in one-to- 
four-family homes in American 
cities at the close of last year, 
due to the tremendous task of ex- 
amining and co-ordinating various 
data from all sections of the coun- 
try. The report as presented by 
the Review was compiled by the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board's 
Division of Research and Statis- 
tics. In commenting on the figures, 
which still are incomplete in some 
aspects, the Review said: 

“Since annual changes in out- 


ness have closely paralleled an- 
nual changes in net capital forma- 
tion in residential real estate, this 
indicated that we added a little to 
the value of our existing stock of 
residential buildings. We built new 
units and brought sub-standard 
units up to par in sufficient quan- 
tities to offset the depreciation of 
existing dwellings and their loss 
through demolition, fire and 
similar causes.” 
Types of Lenders. 

The Review continued: 

“Recent trends in the percentages

IOWA CITY, Ia., Nov. 11 (AP).— 
Iowa’s fighting Iron Men toppled 
Notre Dame from the ranks of the 
country’s undefeated football teams 
today. The durable Hawks, eight 
of whom played the full 60 minutes, 
snapped Notre Dame’s six-game 
winning streak by a 7-to-6 score in 
an exciting; pulse tingling game 
that had 46,000 fans standing for 
the last four minutes of the battle.

Born on a gray day in January, in the 
town that now boasts of having once been 
the headquarters of both Jesse James 
end Jane Wyman, St. Joe first parted 
With the heroine of this tale of determi- 
hation when she was 8 She was still 
Sara Jane Fulks then and there was no 
farewell committee at the train when 
the left for Hollywood to visit her broth- 
er. You see, nobody but Sara Jane her- 
self knew that she was going to be in a 
picture with Valentino. Hollywood didn't 
seem to know it, either, when she got 
there. In fact, everybody seemed con- 

inced that she wasn’t going to be in 


a picture with anybody, much less the 
Great Lover, so Sara Jane was shipped, 
back to St. Joe, where she dutifully did 
her lessons in grammar school and her 
acting in the family attic. 

“With an Irish father and a German 
mother, I guess I had more determination 
than was good for me,” Janey grinned. 
“Anyway, I had had encouragement at 
home, if not in Hollywood. Why, hadn’t 
I had the lead in ‘School Days’ at the 
age of 8? Hadn’t I knocked them dead 
in the title role in ‘Joan of Arc’? Wasn't 
I the rave of the annual jubilees?” 

And so, determined not to let hér past 
experience grow stale, Jane practiced in 
private. She suffered as only a 14-year- 
old girl can suffer as she imagined her- 
self, successively, the spurned woman, the 
starving grandmother, or the great singer 
who loses her voice with laryngitis. One 
day she was a shop girl living in a gar- 
ret, the next she was a ballet dancer with 
a broken toe.

In preparing turkey for roasting, 
much care should be given to the 
stuffing. Many people like a wet 
stuffing, while others prefer a dry 
stuffing. We should be able to 
please all by having both kinds. The 
breast stuffing could be dry and the 
frame stuffing wet, or vice versa. 

If the family is fond of stuffing, 
then it would be a good idea to 
make an extra quantity to cook on 
the side. This is easily accom- 
plished by putting the extra stuf- 
fing in a well buttered baking dish 
about one hour before the turkey 
is cooked, basting at 15-minute in- 
tervals with drippings from the 
roasting pan. 


ROAST TURKEY 
Have the butcher prepare the 
turkey for roasting, tcking care to 
make incisions as small as possible. 
Remove pin feathers, singe hairs 
and wash. Pat dry with clean 
towel or napkin. Fill breast and 
frame with stuffing, sew skin to- 
gether and truss, using white string 
for the purpose. The wings are 
folded under in such a way that 
they will hold close to the frame 
(the butcher will show you how to 
do this) and the legs are tied to 
the tail of the bird. Sprinkle tur- 
key with salt and rub entire sur 
face with soft butter. Place turkey 
in large baking pan, lay two thin 
slices of salt pork over breast and 
start to cook in hot oven (450 de- 
grees) for 10 minutes. Reduce heat 
to moderate (325 degrees) and baste 
every 15 minutes until turkey is 
cooked, allowing about three and 
one-half hours fot a medium sized 
turkey of 10 to 12 pounds. Do not 
put water in the pan with the tur- 
key, but start basting after first 15 
minutes of cooking with one-half 
cup of butter melted in one-half 
cup of hot water. When this has 
been used up, baste from baking 
pan. If breast of turkey browns 
too fast cover it with a piece of 
white buttered paper. Remove tur- 
key to large hot platter and make 
gravy. 

GIBLET GRAVY 
Meanwhile, cover gizzard, heart 
and neck with boiling water, add a 
stalk of celery, one onion, two 
sprigs of parsley and one-half tea- 
spoon of salt. Let simmer until 
giblets are tender, or about one 
and one-half hours, then add the 
liver and cook rapidly for 10 min- 
utes. Put gizzard, heart and liver 
in chopping bowl and chop finely. 
Pour off all but four tablespoons of 
drippings remaining in roasting 
pan, blend in three tablespoons of 
flour and gradually add two cups 
of the strained giblet stock, stirring 
constantly until boiling point is 
reached. Season to taste and strain 
into sauceboat, add chopped giblets 
and serve.

There is the case of a clergy- 
man in Nottingham, reported in 
the Memoirs of the Medical Society 
of London, whose daughter at the 
age of 13 experienced a change 
from jet blackness of hair to white 
in a single night, but this was con- 
fined to a spot on the back of the 
head one and one-half inches in 
length. 


BICHAT, an eminent French 
physician of the early nineteenth 
century, had a personal acquain- 
tance whose hair became almost 
entirely gray as a result of some 
distressing news that reached him. 

Byron had reference to Ludovico 
Sforza, an Italian nobleman. 

Dr. Dewees reported a case of a 
woman whose hair turned gray in 
a single hour between visits, 

The cause of gray hair is said 
to be the formation of air bubbles 
in the hair shaft. I do not know 
what the proof of this is, but in 
1882, in the Canada Journal of 
Medical Science, was reported a 
case of sudden graying of hair 
due to business worry. The micro- 
scope showed a great many air 
vesicles in the hair shaft. — 

The Boston Medical and Surgical 
Journal for 1851 reported a case of 
a man, 30 years old, whose hair was 
scared white by a grizzly bear.

IMON BARER, Russian pianist 

who came to America two years 

ago, will make his first appear- 
ances in St. Louis on Friday aft- 
ernoon and Saturday evening, at 
concerts of the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra. He will play the popu- 
lar B-flat Minor Concerto of 
Tschaikowsky, which Artur Rubin- 
stein played here last March, 


Barer chose the concerto when 
he was soloist with the St. Louis 
Symphony in Chicago last January 
and received one of the biggest ova- 
tions of the Chicago season. 


Massive, energetic and dashing, 
yet warmly romantic, the work 
offers scope for a full display of 
talent. The principal] theme of its 
first movement was taken from a 
tune Tschaikowsky heard a blind 
beggar playing on the street. A 
pastoral melody is heard in the 
second movement and the concerto 
ends with a wild Slavic dance.

A Viennese palace 
was re-created for the setting, and 


400 guests, many of them in court 


regalia, dined and danced in the 
light of a thousand candles to 
strains of the “Blue Danube” and 
ether Strauss waltzes from il 
pclock until well past early break- 


fast. 

The debutante, “Her Highness, 
Princess Julie” for the night, and 
her mother, Mrs. Robert A. Hol- 
land, “Empress of Austria and Hun- 
gary,” held court with Mr. and 
Mrs. Summerfield Baldwin Garret- 
gon, son-in-law and daughter of the 
hostess, in the living room of the 
lub, with the Austrian double 
eagle coat of arms suspended over 
their heads. Flowers were banked 
back of them against graceful 
wrought iron grilled doors over- 
looking the newly-decorated card 
room, and at each side stood tall 
standards filled with many candles.

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Why Scientists Think There Is Life on Mars 


SPRING ON MARS 


A series of pictures made at the Lowell 
Observatory, showing, from top to bottom, the 
gradual disappearance of the South Polar ice 
cap on Mars.

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is little or no oxygen, and therefore no possibil- 

ity of life, on the planet Mars, is controverted 
by Dr. Theodore Dunham Jr., of Mount Wilson 
Observatory, in the current publication of an astro- 
nomical society. Spectroscopes show there is about 
one per cent oxygen in Martian atmosphere, but 
that, contends Dr. Dunham, does not mean there 
may not once have been more, which during the 
ages combined with ferrous iron into ferric com- 
pounds. Life which originated during a time of 
greater amount may have become adapted to the 
decreasing oxygen, he says, and even to the present 
limited supply. 

His assertion that Mars has sufficient water 
vapor for life is more generally accepted, and is

July. Dr. Earl C. Slipher of Lowell Observatory, 
Flagstaff, Arizona, who just recently returned to this 
country with some 8000 photographs taken in South 
Africa during Mars’ proximity, said he observed 
clouds at an altitude of 20 miles, and what appeared 
to be a snowstorm. Polar caps which form in au- 
tumn and ‘melt in spring, the melting coinciding with 
a change in the planet's general color from gray or 
brown to bluish-green and red, indicate not merely 
water, but possible vegetation. And, contend some 
scientists, the bridge from plant to animal life is less 
than that from no life to plant life. 

Whether there is any life on Mars has been 
disputed since shortly after Giovanni Schiaparelli 
in 1877 discovered on ‘the planet lines which he

their design. The name started the literal idea that 
they were artificial canals built by intelligent beings 
to carry water from the melting polar ice caps.

Other astronomers insist there aren't even any lines, 
that they are individual visual idiosyncrasies. But 
they are the basis for the numerous speculations on 
Martian life, and for fictional trips to Mars, although 
comparatively little is known of the planet. 

What is known is that the planet has two moons, 
Phobos, 3700 miles from the surface, and Deimos, 
12,500 miles from the surface. They were discov- 
ered in 1877. The Martian day is 24 hours and 37 
minutes long, the year 687 days long. Gravity is 38 
per cent of the earth's. The rarefied atmosphere is 
estimated as 60 miles deep—that there is an at- 
mosphere has been shown by comparing photo- 
graphs made with ultraviolet light, which does not 
penetrate the atmosphere, and those made with 
infrared light, which does. The latter photographs 
show a much smaller orb. The phenomenon of the 
snow caps is established, as well as the changing 
colors, and Dr. Slipher reports what appeared to be 
a dust storm that preceded the snowstorm. The 
snow caps are definitely considered water, rather 
than solid carbon dioxide, as thermocouples show 
the temperature to range from a low of —140 de- 
grees Fahrenheit at the poles to 50 degrees at the

Wilburn Dowell Cobb of Manila, who brought the pearl to 
the United States from the Philippine Islands, relates in Natural 
History Magazine that the pearl was found by Dyak fishers in 
the outer reaches of the Philippines in 1934. They were diving 
for conch shells, to trade for fishing equipment, when one diver 
failed to come up. They found him drowned, on the bottom of 
the bay, trapped by a giant Tridacna clam. The clam was 
partially hidden by coral rocks. The diver, apparently without 
seeing the clam, had put his hand between the shells and the 
lant jaws had clamped shut like a bear trap. 
The dead man, his hand still imprisoned by the giant clam, 
was taken to Panglima Pisi, the local Mohammedan chief and
